controller for selecting a separate buffer and a decoder, which are used for the decoding, 
according to a usage status of said decoder from among said plurality of separate buffers and said 
plurality of decoders in accordance with the control information, and outputting information 
related to said separate buffer selected by said decoding controller, the transfer conditions based 
on said separate buffer selected by said decoding controller, and an instruction to start' decoding, 
respectively, to said separate buffer manager, said data flow controller, and said decoder selected 
by said decoding controller, wherein said separate buffer manager outputs, when a specific 
separate buffer becomes full of data, an overflow notification that said specific separate buffer 
overflows to said decoding controller. . ." which are features that are not anticipated nor obvious 
over the art of record as discussed in the Decision of the BPAI rendered on 6/26/08.
